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AN ABRIDGMENT OF 
“GREGSON’S FRAGMENTS OF LANCASHIRE.” 
VIII. 


ENRY PLANTAGENET, who was surnamed Bolingbroke, from the 
place of his birth, was the only surviving son of John of Gaunt, by 
Blanche of Lancaster. He was born in 1366, and lost his mother in 

1369, when three years of age, when he was placed ‘under the care of his 
mother’s friend (and father’s mistress), Catherine Swinford. On the 12th 
of May, 1380, his father made him an allowance of 240 marks a year out 
of his estate in Norfolk. In the year following he was betrothed, with the 
king’s consent, to Mary de Bohun, the youngest daughter and coheiress 
of Humphrey Bohun, the late Earl of Essex, Hereford, and Northampton, 
and hereditary Constable of England. Eleanor, the eldest daughter of the 
said earl, was already married to Thomas of Woodstock, Duke of 
Gloucester, the youngest brother of John of Gaunt. These two ladies 
shared their father’s honours and large estates. Mary’s property was 
afterwards annexed by her husband to the Duchy of Lancaster, and in 
her right Henry held the titles of Earl of Hereford and Northampton and 
Lord of Brecknock. In the 5th year of Richard the Second (1382) John 
of Gaunt issued his warrant to pay Dame Johanna Bohun, Countess of 
Hereford, 100 marks a year for the wardship and costs of his daughter-in- 
law Mary Boliun, until she should arrive at the age of fourteen ; and on 
the 5th of February in the same year, the king gave another order for 100 
marks more out of his manor at Kidwelly. In the 9th year of Richard 
the Second, Henry was summoned to Parliament. 

In early youth Henry Bolingbroke gave great promise to become a man 
of worth and honour. The duke, his father, placed about him discreet 
counsellers, and he joined the Duke of Gloucester and his party in 1387, 
against the king's favourites and ministers, on which occasion he was one 
of those whom the king meant to destroy. He routed Robert de Vere, 
Duke of Ireland, at Radcot Bridge, in Oxfordshire. On the Duke of Lan- 
caster’s return from Spain, Richard confirmed all the grants that had been 
made by his grandfather and himself to the family of Lancaster, and 
limited the county palatine, which had been given to John of Gaunt only 
for his life, to his heirs-male. This was a great mark of kindness to 
Henry, Earl of Derby, for whose benefit these favours were intended, but 
the king, it is suspected, never cordially loved his cousin after he had 
defeated Robert de Vere. About two years afterwards, Henry highly 
signalised himself in Prussia by his defeat of the King of Lithuania. In 
1392 he was, with many others, at the peace of Amiens ; after which little 
is known of him until 1398, when he had a special commission to raise 
200 men, to prevent » general insurrection on the occasion of the trial of 
Earls of Arundel and Warwick. At this Parliament he made a full con- 
fession of his improper conduct towards the king in the 11th year of his 
reign, concluding with : ‘I confess my offences, and I beg your mercy 
and pardon.” Thereupon the Duke of Gloucester and the Earls of 
Arundel and Warwick were all pardoned; and on the last day of the 
session, September 29th, the king, in Parliament sitting, holding in his 
hand a rod, made his cousin Henry of Lancaster, Eurl of Derby, a duke, 
by the title of Duke of Hereford, to have and to hold to him and his heirs 
male. This harmony between the king and Henry of Bolingbroke was 
not of long continuance, for upon some conversation, said to have taken 
place between the Duke of Hereford and the Duke of Norfolk, a duel was 
appointed between them, to which the king put a stop as soon as they 
entered the lists, and banished both the combatants, Norfolk for life and 
Henry for ten years. 

Before he departed, the king, by letters patent, promised and confirmed 
that in case any succession should, in his absence, render it necessary for 





him to do homage, he might, by his attorney, be permitted to prosecute, 
and have liberty of such succession or heritages, and that his homage or 
fealty might be respited. How the king kept his promises has been 
before shown. 

When Henry of Bolingbroke left the country he was followed by forty 
thousand people, bewailing his sentence, and all highly incensed at the 
king for thus treating their favourite. The mayor of London and others 
accompanied him to Deptford, and many as far as Dover, on his way to 
Calais. He was kindly received at Paris, but his stay there was brief, as, 
upon being informed of his father, John of Gaunt, being dead, and of the 
seizure of all his honours and his heritages by the king, he left the 
Continent and hastened back to England, where he landed witha few 
followers at Ravenspur in Yorkshire, where he asserted his right, as Duke 
of Lancaster, to all the honours of his father. Friends gathered around 
him from all parts, and the king, who was then in Ireland, hurried to 
meet him in Wales, and accompanied him from Conway Castle to Chester, 
and soon afterwards from thence to London. Here Richard was shut up 
in the Tower, and a parliament called in his name, when an open claim 
was preferred by Henry of Bolingbroke to the crown of England, upon 
which Richard was solemnly deposed, and Henry was crowned King of 
England, by the title of Henry tue Fourru, September 29th, 1399. 

When Henry had thus deposed his cousin Richard the Second, he 
conferred the honour of Lancaster upon his son Henry of Monmouth, 
afterwards Henry the Fifth, and that he might entail it upon him and his 
heirs for ever, he caused an Act of Parliament to be framed in the follow- 
ing words—‘ We being unwilling our said inheritance, or its liberties, by 
reason of our now assuming royal state and dignity, should be any ways 
changed, transferred, diminished, or impaired, but that our said inheri- 
tance, with its rights and liberties aforesaid, should be in the same manner 
and form wherein they descended and fell to us, and also with all and 
singular liberties, franchises, and other privileges, commodities, and profit 
whatsoever, which our lord and father, in his lifetime had and held it for 
the term of his life by the grant of the late King Richard; be wholly and 
fully preserved, continued, and enjoyed by us and our heirs specified in 
the said charters—by the tenure of these presents, we do, upon our certain 
knowledge, and with the consent of our present parliament, grant, declare, 
decree, and ordain for us and our heirs, that as well our Duchy of Lancas- 
ter, as all and singular counties, honors, castles, manors, fees, advowsons, 
possessions, aunuities, and seigniories whatsoever, descended to us before 
the royal dignity was obtained by us, how or in what place soever, by 
right of inheritance, in possession, or in reversion, or other way—remain 
to us, and our said heirs, specified in the charters aforesaid, after the said 
manner, for ever.’’ 

Henry the Fifth, by Act of Parliament, annexed to the Duchy of 
Lancaster a very great estate which had fallen to him in right of his 
mother, Mary Bohun. 

Henry the Sixth was deposed by Edward, Earl of March, son of Cicely 
Neville, who was the granddaughter of John of Gaunt, and who had 
married Richard, Duke of York, who was the grandson of Philippa, 
daughter of Lionel, Duke of Clarence, third son of Edward the Third, 
hence the prior claim of Edward to the crown. After the deposition of 
Henry the Sixth, and the murders of that unfortunate king and his son 
Edward, Prince of Wales, who were the last of the direct male heirs of 


‘John of Gaunt, Edward, Earl of March, became King Edward the Fourth ; 


and in the first year of his reign, Henry of Bolingbroke, who had been 
dead fifteen years, was attainted of high treason, and the Duchy of 
Lancaster was annexed to the crown. 

At the deposition and death of Richard the Third on Bosworth Field, 
the heir of John of Gaunt again became sovereign of England in the 
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person of Henry the Seventh, who was the son of Margaret Beaufort, 
granddaughter of John de Beaufort, Marquess of Somerset, eldest son of 
John of Gaunt by Catherine Swinford. Henry the Seventh repealed the 
act of Edward the Fourth and cut off the entail of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster to the crown, and it has since then been governed by chancellors, 
and other officers, independently of the crown lands. In Camden’s time it 
was governed by a chancellor, an attorney, a receiver-general, a clerk of 
the court, six assessors, a messenger, two auditors, twenty-three receivers, 
and three supervisors. 

Since the reign of Henry the Fifth, the estates of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster have been greatly reduced. The alienation of the possessions of 
the Yorkists in the time of Henry the Seventh, and of those of the church 
in that of Henry the Kighth and Elizabeth, made room, upon easy terms 
of purchase, for an additional number of gentry. The Stuarts dis- 
posed of many parts of the duchy property for the purpose of raising 
money. 

The arms of Henry of Bolingbroke were as those of his father, John of 
Gaunt, his achievement by marriage with Mary Bohun being azure, a bend 
argent inter cotises, and siz lions rampant or for Bohun.

IN PRISON. 


Gr is matter of ordinary observation that, even in this age of “ sweet- 
ness and light,” very erroneous notions prevail outside prison walls as 
to the life which the detained lead inside these barriers. Despite the 

morbid fascination which such a subject possesses for many minds, few 
outsiders care to make themselves acquainted with the routine and ways 
of prison life. Yet the study is by no means an uninteresting one, and it 
were well for society’s own sake that it should behold the means taken 
not only to repress crime, but—what is equally important—to foster a love 
for an honest after-life in the criminal. ‘‘ Could we but interest the pub- 
lic in prison work, and get people to see how hardly prison life presses on 
many criminals, and how gladly a large proportion of criminals would 
return to honest ways, the problem of ‘what to do with our discharged 
criminals’ would solve itself,” said a prison chaplain to me. 

Armed with an order from the Home Office, we present ourselves at the 
gateway of our prison. A warder, dressed not unlike a member of the 
Trish constabulary, salutes us, inspects our order, and after having had it 
¢ertified by the governor, hands us over to the chief warder, who is to act 
as our cicerone and guide. Passing through the inner portal, and along a 
passage on each side of which the general offices and medical inspection 
room are situated, we arrive atthe centre of the gaol. ‘‘ Where we stand,” 
says our guide, “is the prison centre.” Imagine a big starfish modelled 
in stone and lime, with four rays or arms stretching away from its centre, 
and you may gain a good idea of the general shape and disposition of most 
of our modern prisons. Each ray of the starfish is a long alley, with two 
or three tiers of cells rising one above the other, and running along its 
whole length. ‘ Enter one cell,” says our guide, “‘ and you may see the 
plan of all.” A bare whitewashed but lofty apartment, the prisoner’s bed 
and bedding neatly rolled up and placed on a shelf in the corner, and a 
clean-scoured table with tin utensils, and a few books and a slate, are the 
objects that meet our view, Everything is neat asa new pin. If order 
was ‘‘ heaven’s first law,” it is also that of the prison. The tenant of the 
cell is at present out airing, and in a courtyard close by you may see him, 
with some forty or fifty companions, marching round in circles, about half 
a dozen yards apart, this being the daily exercise in which, as a matter of 
common hygiene, all prisoners—unless invalided under surgeon’s orders— 
participate. Returning to the furnishings of the cell, we perceive at one 
side of the door a small handle, shaped somewhat like a bell pull. You 
inquire of the guide the use of the handle. “ Pall it,” is his reply, and when 
you have pulled it, we who are looking out of the cell door see an iron-flap, 
something like a miniature railway signal, fly out from the wall, and we 
also hear a bell ring. The apparatus is in trath the prisoner’s signal for 
his warder. Wishing to communicate with his custodian, he pulls the 
handle and the bell rings, the number of the cell—for our convicts are all 
known by numbers—being indicated on the semaphore itself. 

The dress of the convicts consists of a kind of moleskin knickerbockers, 
short coat and vest, anda Scotch cap, but differences in the colour of the 
dress are here and there apparent. One man is seen to be dressed in a 
suit one half of which is black, and this variegation, we believe, indicates 
that the prisoner in question has been unruly, and requires strict watching. 
We are shown cells in each of which a loom is hard at work weaving 
material for the prisoners’ under-garments; we visit the shoemaker's shop, 
and find well-nigh a hundred men making boots and shoes for the 
Metropolitan police; and when we visit the tailoring department we find 
the police uniforms progressing towards completion in all the glory of their 
silver buttons, whilst an inspector’s coat, dismally resplendent in its load 
of braid, is shown asa trophy of convict labour. And very good labour too. 
We may well wonder if the guardians of the peace are themselves aware 
of the circumstances under which their boots and clothing are manu- 
factured. In one prison, also, we were shown a printing and bookbinding 
department wherein types are being sef, sheets printed, ledgers ruled, and 
books bound for prison use, with all the attendant noise and bustle of a 
well-regulated establishment; and hard at work, turning the handle of a 
printing-press, was a broad, good-humoured, tawny, Celestial face and 
body, looking strangely out of place in an English prison. On the same 
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ground that poverty makes us acquainted with strange bedfellows, crime 
may make us familiar with very odd companions, and with a strange ad- 
mixture of nationalities. The only “unproductive” labour which we saw 
in the course of our inspection was ‘shot drill” in the case of military 
prisoners, and “‘ crank labour.” In the former the prisoner is compelled, 
in company with a number of others, to lift a thirty-two pound cannon- 
ball from @ particular spot, carry it so many paces, and deposit it on 
another spot—this procedure involving an automaton-like bending of back 
and marching to and fro, being repeated so many times per minute. It 
was a warm September day when we witnessed this exercise, and that the 
subjects must have regarded it as veritable ‘hard labour” was plain and 
obvious from their wearied attitude and perspiring brows. The “ crank” 
is merely a weighted handle, requiring a pressure of 12lbs. or lilbs. to 
turn it, and which the convict has to revolve some 13,000 times per diem. 
Such exercise, in the quiet of a cell, must prove exceedingly hard to bear, 
if only from its mere monotony. 

Space would fail were we to attempt to enumerate such details as the 
prisoners’ diet—graduated to each class of convict—the prison library and 
its work, the chapel with its pulpit and reading desk, in many cases the 
work of some wood-carver detained ‘in durance vile.” But as we left the 
building our guide showed us a little detached building, whereof the floor 
was painted black, and wherein rose two black beams, a third beam, 
bearing three iron rings, connecting these uprights above. An iron lever 
stood at the side of the upright beams, and when this was touched away 
fell the treacherous black floor in two halves, and disclosed a deep pit. 
This was the ‘‘ scaffold,’”’ whereof Mr. Marwood is the presiding genius; 
and we had been looking at the drop, wherein not so long ago perished a 
notorious malefactor whose grave was shown us in the prison-yard close by. 
The “ condemned cell” is simply a plainly-furnished room, wherein the 
last days and nights of the murderer are spent under the constant sur- 
veillance of warders. ‘' So you see, sir,” said our guide at parting, ‘‘ we 
are complete even to a hanging and burying!” and although the remark 
was by no means a pleagant one, we were forced to conclude that it was 
at least perfectly true.—Graphic.

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MR. GLADSTONE IN SCOTLAND. 


R. GLADSTONE has finished his election addresses in Midlothian, 
y} and it is pleasant to think that, notwithstanding the season of the 
year and his own advanced age, he has fully sustained his great 
reputation for oratorical power and political acumen of the most exalted 
kind. He has disappointed both his friends and his enemies. His friends 
by reason of the exhibition of freshness where it had been confidently , 
asserted he had nothing new to offer; and his enemies by the production 
of the very new matters which they had recently proclaimed did not exist. 
It is unnecessary to dwell upon the repeated ovations given to the right 
honourable gentleman from Carlisle to Edinburgh ; the deepest-dyed Tory 
must admit that nothing in the career of Lord Beaconsfield is comparable 
in the extent of the enthusiasm of the people to that evinced at this visit of 
Mr. Gladstone. From Carlisle to Hawick—from Galashiels to Edinbro’— 
the modern Athens—the plaudits of the people were like those of a royal 
city at the return of a conquering king. Truly the Scot laid aside his 
cautiousness, and forgot his reticence. With “Scots wha hae” and the 
‘Campbells are coming” they welcomed the great statesman, and even 
the sudden departure of the Queen from her Highland home failed to 
arrest the tide of general rejoicing that Mr. Gladstone had gone amongst 
them, to wrest at least one seat from the Tory domination of the proud 
Dukes of Buccleuch, That the occasion is worthy both of Mr, Gladstone 
and the Liberal party there can be no doubt. The constituency is an 
important metropolitau county constituency, generally understood to be 
under the supremacy of the lords of Dalkeith, and the occasion one in 
which the momentous issnes of economy as opposed to extravagance, and 
peace instead of actual or apprehended war, are the questions offered to 
the public judgment. The elements of danger to the Liberal champion 
consist in the extent of the territorial influence of the Buccleuchs, and 
the new found strength of the Tory faggot voters. This last contingent 
of that party is worthy their past reputation, Not satisfied with the aa- 
vantage accruing from a servile regard for territorial magnates, of which 
most people have some feeling, the Tories have stooped to employ the 
most questionable ‘legal chicanery ” at their command, to bring in alien 
support, and overpower the votes of the resident electors. These faggot 
voters resemble nothing so much as the ragged recruits whom Bardolph 
mustered for the inspection of Falstaff, and it is much to be hoped that 
their influence at the poll will be no more important than was that of the 
pot wollopers of Prince Hal. With faggots and ‘‘ chemicals,” the modern 
‘*Tancred” may light the way from Egypt to Jerusalem, the great city 
of his imagination, but that he shall be able to cajole the Scotch, despite 
all the advantages just mentioned, to give him another lease of power, 
with all its attendant mischief, is a consummation almost incredible. Mr. 
Gladstone reserved for his last speech the great question of the cost of the 
ministerial fireworks, and, though the country at large, in 1874, had the 
offer of a remission of the Income Tax from Mr. Gladstone, and in oppo- 
sition to him only vague promises of a reconstruction of the naval and 
military services, it despised the offered boon, in the purse-proud arrogance 
which arose from unexampled »rosperity, there is the smallest possible 
chance that such will be again its verdict. No; from that time to this, there 
is a wide gulf, only bridged over by the story of murder, rapine, and 
war. The very tillers of the soil cannot live on the result of 
their labours. General distress and misery is the lot of the people. 
The farmers are leaving their farms and emigrating from their 
native land. The artisans are crowding the workhouses for relief. When 
the chiefest author of this widespread distress has banqueted in the city, 
in reference to these matters he glibly speaks of improvement in the sale of 
** chemicals,” and recommends his “ brilliant brethren ’’ in Ireland to be 
more patient. Patient of what, he does not specify. The late Lord 
Lansdowne declared it was our “ ignorant patience of taxation” which 
had brought us such untold misery, and the experience of every man, or 
& moment's reflection, is sufficient to prove the point. What can be more 
disastrous to one man, and to a nation of men, than poverty? National 
bankruptcy is the forerunner of all the evils from which a nation suffers, 
and is often the prelude to loss of liberty. Should we, as a nation, become 
poor, another conquest of England would speedily fill the page of history. 
Wild as may at first sight appear the idea, there is a far closer connection 
between money and liberty than is generally thought of, and thus an 
extravagant ministry is the greatest curse from which this or any country 
can suffer, and extravagance alone is a crime for which any ministry, 
Liberal or Tory, ought to forfeit their places at once. We trust the tale 
of the Beaconsfield Ministry is well-nigh told, and that no similar story 





will be possible in England during the next century. The story of the 
present Government may be told in three words—incompetence, extrava- 
gance, and war.

At the theatre 
of course he resorted to the usual methods of making-up for the part 

he played; but the sudden transformations of which his At Homes largely 
consisted were accomplished too rapidly to be much assisted by pen- 
cilling the face, as were indeed the feats he sometimes accomplished in 
private circles, for the entertainment of his friends, In the biography of 
ber husband, Mrs. Mathews relates how bis advice was once sought by 
Godwin the novelist, just before the publication of his story of Oloudesley, 
on a matter—the art of making-up—the actor was held to have made 
peculiarly his own. Godwin wrote to him :—‘‘ My dear sir-—I am at this 
moment engaged in writing a work of fiction, a part of the incidents of 
which will consist in escapes in disguises. It has forcibly struck me that 
if I could be indulged in the pleasure of half-an-hour’s conversation with 
you on the subject, it would furnish me with some hints, which, beaten 
on the anvil of my brain, would be of eminent service to meon the occasion.” 
A meeting was appointed, and af an early date the author dined at the 
actor’s cottage. Godwin, anxious not to outrage probability in his story, 
sought information as to “the power of destroying personal identity,” 
Mathews assumed several disguises, and fully satisfied his visitor upon the 
point in question. ‘Soon after,” writes Mrs. Mathews, “a gentleman, 
an eccentric neighbour of ours, broke in upon us as Mr. Godwin was 

expressing his wonder at the variety of expression, character, and voice, 

of which Mr. Mathews was capable. We were embarrassed, and Mr. 
Godwin evidently vexed at the intruder. However, there was no help for 

it; the servant had admitted him, and he was introduced in form to Mr. 

Godwin. The moment Mr. Jenkins (for such was his name) discovered 

the distinguished person he had so luckily for him dropped in upon, he 

was enthusiastically pleased at the event, talked to Mr. Godwin about all 

his works, inquired about the forthcoming book, in fact, bored him through 

and through, At last the author turned to my ‘husband for refuge agains 

this assault of admiration, and discovered that his host had left the room. 

He therefore rose from his seat and approached the window leading from 

the lawn. Mr. Jenkins officiously following, and insisting upon opening 

it for him, and while he was urging a provokingly obstinate lock, the 

object of his devoted attention waited behind him for release. The case- 

ment at length flew open, and Mr. Godwin passing the gentleman with a 


courteous look of thanks, found to his astonishment that Mr. Jenkins had. 


disappeared, and that Mr. Mathews stood in his place!"—All the Year

At 
infinite cost of pains and treasure, he has broken the javelin of a Numidian 
tribe, has crossed in safety the hills of an Asiatic mountain clan, and has, 
with foreign help and adroit intrigue, altered for the worse the terms of a 
treaty which the barbarians sought to impose on an ally, That would be 
little for Byzantium, and he poses as the leader of Rome! We could 
comprehend such advice in another man, in a half-military statesman, 
who, seeing danger ahead, and loving battle as a delight, bade the English 
give up their wealth-seeking ways, and submit to the yoke of the conscrip- 
tion, and tax themselves to their skins for the maintenance of their power, 
and become at last, as wefadmit they could become, the patient, frugal, 
self-sacrificing nation of warriors who could clutch the empire of the world 
out of the cannon smoke; but from Lord Beaconsfield, who chatters of 
campaigns, and never raises a regiment ; who talks of conquest, and leaves 
half the fleet in the Mediterranean in bad order; who shakes a purse at 
his enemies as if it were a javelin, and dare not even tax, such counsel is 
but a subject for fierce scorn,

GB roxouncina GAZETTEER OF THE WORLD (Oliver and 
vy Boyd). This beautiful book is a marvel of cheapness and elegance, 

It consists of four hundred and ninety-one pages, set in ruby, of the 
clearest and best description of ¢ype, and is a most excellent companion 
for the office or library of any gentleman. For those having need of works 
of reference, such as printers, engravers, schoolmasters, authors, and, 
indeed, all men of literary tastes or occupation, this work is very valuable. 
We have tried many cheaper gazetteers, and need not say how provoking 
it is to consult a book of reference only to find it silent upon the subject 
of perplexity, and this is a common feature of shilling gazetteers, and such 
like books. This work is a signal exception to this rule. It abounds in 
points of excellence, geographical, etymological, descriptive, and statistical, 
and has, besides, an atlas of thirty-two very good maps. The cost is only 
six shillings and sixpence.
